Carlos Mancheno lay in tattered 
ruins roday and Mariano Suarez 
Veintimilla, the reputed leader of 
a counter revolt which caused Man- 
cheno's downfall, assumed tempo- 
rary power over Ecuador. 


Mancheno resigned last night as 


counter revolutionary forces bore 
down on Quito without opposition. 
Diplomatic informants said he had 
taken asylum in the Venezuelan 
embassy and intended to leave the 
country as soon as possible. Other 
sources said he had simply dis- 
appeared. 


Mancheno's 
resignation 
was 


followed by an immediate cessa- 
tion of fire on all fronts and mark- 
ed the apparently successful con- 
clusion ol a counter revolt which 
began last Saturday night. 


The vanguard of the counter re- 


volutionary forces entered Quito 
from the north soon after Manche- 
no quit. 


At 11:15 p; m., Saurcz, accom- 


Ipanied by colleagues of his conser- 
' yative party, entered the govern- 
ment palace and assumed author- 
ity as vice president, the office he 
held under tne regime of President 
Jose Marie Velasco Ibarra, who 
was forces into exile by Manchenos 
bloodless, one-shot coup on Aug. 24.

(UP)— A little man in white leg- 
gings today brought a message of 
hope to thousands of Hindus and 
Sikhs stranded deep inside Moslem 
Pakistan where thousands of their

tered and mutilalcd. 
The little man was Pandil Jaw- 
irahlal Nehru, premier of India. 


Todav's lour was the last of his

Quito, Ecuador, 
Sept. 
3—(IP)— 
The nine-day-old regime of Col. 
Carlos Mancheno lay in tattered 
ruins roday and Mariano Suarez 
Veintimilla, the reputed leader of 
a counter revolt which caused Man- 
cheno's downfall, assumed tempo- 
rary power over Ecuador. 


Mancheno resigned last night as 


counter revolutionary forces bore 
down on Quito without opposition. 
Diplomatic informants said he had 
taken asylum in the Venezuelan 
embassy and intended to leave the 
country as soon as possible. Other 
sources said he had simply dis- 
appeared. 


Mancheno's 
resignation

followed by an immediate cessa- 
tion of fire on all fronts and mark- 
ed the apparently successful con- 
clusion ol a counter revolt which 
began last Saturday night.

(UP)— A little man in white leg- 
gings today brought a message of 
hope to thousands of Hindus and

Carlos Mancheno lay in tattered 
ruins roday and Mariano Suarez 
Veintimilla, the reputed leader of 
a counter revolt which caused Man- 
cheno's downfall, assumed tempo- 
rary power over Ecuador.

Nehru Tours

Montgomery, Pakistan, Sept. 2— 


(UP)— A little man in white leg- 
gings today brought a message of 
hope to thousands of Hindus and 
Sikhs stranded deep inside Moslem 
Pakistan where thousands of their 
co-religionists have been 
slaugh- 


tered and mutilalcd. 
The little man was Pandil Jaw- 
irahlal Nehru, premier of India. 


Todav's lour was the last of his 


nspectipn and his deepest penetra- 
lion of riot-torn Pakistan. For more 
nan 12 hours his shiny blue Dodge 
and its armed escort, a jeep cany- 
'ns troops, probed the countryside 
seeking refugee groups, stranded 
villagers and fearful minorities, 


Everywhere 'he was received as 


a rncssiah sent lo deliver the fear- 
crazed Hindus and Sikhs across the 
100-mile no mans' land separatin; 
them from India, 


Everywhere Nehru appeared the 


Hindus and Sikhs crowded around, 
pleading for help, showing their 
wounds and telling stories of horror 
and despair. Everywhere he lis- 
tened lo them and talked in a quiel 
soothing voice like a mother com- 
forting frightened children. 


He promised help and lold how

Montgomery, Pakistan, Sept. 2— 


(UP)— A little man in white leg- 
gings today brought a message of 
hope to thousands of Hindus and 
Sikhs stranded deep inside Moslem 
Pakistan where thousands of their 
co-religionists have been 
slaugh- 


tered and mutilalcd. 
The little man was Pandil Jaw- 
irahlal Nehru, premier of India. 


Todav's lour was the last of his 


nspectipn and his deepest penetra- 
lion of riot-torn Pakistan. For more 
nan 12 hours his shiny blue Dodge 
and its armed escort, a jeep cany- 
'ns troops, probed the countryside 
seeking refugee groups, stranded 
villagers and fearful minorities,

Everywhere Nehru appeared the 


Hindus and Sikhs crowded around, 
pleading for help, showing their 
wounds and telling stories of horror 
and despair.

He promised help and lold how

(UP)— A little man in white leg- 
gings today brought a message of 
hope to thousands of Hindus and 
Sikhs stranded deep inside Moslem 
Pakistan where thousands of their 
co-religionists have been 
slaugh- 


tered and mutilalcd. 
The little man was Pandil Jaw- 
irahlal Nehru, premier of India. 


Todav's lour was the last of his 


nspectipn and his deepest penetra- 
lion of riot-torn Pakistan.

Di- 
seases of the shoulder joint itself 
are less painful than those ot the 
nip, as the shoulder does not have 
to bear weight. 


Tendinitis Uendon inflammation) 


bursitis and torn tendons are the 
usual causes of a painful shoul- 
der injury. Injury, artnritis and 
pain originating inside the chest 
or neck are other causes. 


Because tendinitis causes mark- 


ed stiffness of the shoulder, dis- 
ability may be extreme. Tne se- 
vere pain makes it impossible for 
the patient to move his arm, and, 
when the pain dissappcars, he dis- 
covers that his shoulder has be- 
come permanently 
stiff. 


Tendinitis is an inflammation of

Di- 
seases of the shoulder joint itself 
are less painful than those ot the 
nip, as the shoulder does not have 
to bear weight. 


Tendinitis Uendon inflammation) 


bursitis and torn tendons are the 
usual causes of a painful shoul- 
der injury. Injury, artnritis and 
pain originating inside the chest 
or neck are other causes. 


Because tendinitis causes mark- 


ed stiffness of the shoulder, dis- 
ability may be extreme. Tne se- 
vere pain makes it impossible for 
the patient to move his arm, and, 
when the pain dissappcars, he dis- 
covers that his shoulder has be- 
come permanently 
stiff. 


Tendinitis is an inflammation of 


the tendons and attached muscles.

Di- 
seases of the shoulder joint itself 
are less painful than those ot the 
nip, as the shoulder does not have 
to bear weight. 


Tendinitis Uendon inflammation) 


bursitis and torn tendons are the 
usual causes of a painful shoul- 
der injury. Injury, artnritis and 
pain originating inside the chest 
or neck are other causes. 


Because tendinitis causes mark- 


ed stiffness of the shoulder, dis- 
ability may be extreme. Tne se- 
vere pain makes it impossible for 
the patient to move his arm, and, 
when the pain dissappcars, he dis- 
covers that his shoulder has be- 
come permanently 
stiff. 


Tendinitis is an inflammation of

joint than from those inside. Di- 
seases of the shoulder joint itself 
are less painful than those ot the 
nip, as the shoulder does not have 
to bear weight. 


Tendinitis Uendon inflammation) 


bursitis and torn tendons are the 
usual causes of a painful shoul- 
der injury. Injury, artnritis and 
pain originating inside the chest 
or neck are other causes. 


Because tendinitis causes mark- 


ed stiffness of the shoulder, dis- 
ability may be extreme. Tne se- 
vere pain makes it impossible for 
the patient to move his arm, and, 
when the pain dissappcars, he dis- 
covers that his shoulder has be- 
come permanently 
stiff. 


Tendinitis is an inflammation of 


the tendons and attached muscles.

Di- 
seases of the shoulder joint itself 
are less painful than those ot the 
nip, as the shoulder does not have 
to bear weight. 


Tendinitis Uendon inflammation) 


bursitis and torn tendons are the 
usual causes of a painful shoul- 
der injury. Injury, artnritis and 
pain originating inside the chest 
or neck are other causes. 


Because tendinitis causes mark- 


ed stiffness of the shoulder, dis- 
ability may be extreme. Tne se- 
vere pain makes it impossible for 
the patient to move his arm, and, 
when the pain dissappcars, he dis- 
covers that his shoulder has be- 
come permanently 
stiff. 


Tendinitis is an inflammation of

Washington, Sept 2 — (/P) — Dur- 
ing the war tne government put on 
the seven migntiest sales cam- 
paigns in history. 


The idea was to sell 
savings 
bonds to • the people. And plenty 
Were sold, 


Y.OU don't hear much about bond 
sales these days. 
But some interesting things have 
happened in the two years since 
the war 
nded: 


1. The government continued to 
sell. Today the public owns nearly 
five .billion dollars more in savings 
bonds than it did when Japan sur- 
rendered. 
2. Most of this net gain has been 


in --scries F and G bonds, which 
are usually bought by well-to-do 
people, partnerships and corpora- 
tions. 
• 3. Many people 
have cashed 
bonds, especially people of low and 
middle incomes whOr arc pinched 
by rising prices. 


4. Most of this cashing has been 
in -series E bonds—the Kind most 
people buy. But E bond sales have 
been so suprisingly large that they 
have practically offset the cashing. 


When the war ended, the public 


owned roughlly $30,000,000,000 worlh 
of E bonds. 


In the'two years since then •— 
according to Treasury department 
figures,-- people have bought $10,- 
UOJ.OUU.OOO worth of now k bonds. 


Jn the same period, people have 


cashed$iU,UU5,uyo,UuO wortn bonds. 


So the two figures almost can- 
cel each-other out. 


The current value of E bonds in 
hands ol the people actually has 
risen nearly a billion dollars dur- 
ing the last two years, because 
of inlercsl piling up. The lolal now 
is nearing $30,WOO,UOO,000.' 


Why continue 
to sell 
savings 
bonds, anyhow? 
Doesn't that increase our 260-bil- 
lion-dollar national debt? 


The 
Treasury 
says 
no. The 
money received for savings bonds 
is'used lo redeem other securities, 
some of .which arc held, by banks. 


A great deal of the national debt 
is owed to banks. 


In 
wartime, 
the 
government 
didn't need to go to the trouble of 
huge : bond drives to pay for the 
.war. It could have borrowed all 
the monev it needed from' banks 
and corporations. " ' • 


But that would have been dan- 
gerous business, as the banks them- 
selves ; agreed, It was sounder to 
get the last rising national debt in 
the hands of as many people as 
possible, not just banks and cor- 
porations. 
Besides, it was desirable lo hold 


down the, amount of money in cir- 
culation, in order to check spend- 
ing .and slow the rise in prices. 


Vou 
couldn't 
hold 
down 
the 
amount of money in circulation by 
borrowing from a bank, for, that 
only increases the amount. 
The Treasury wanted 
to 
give 
millions of Americans the oppor- 
tunity to save for worthy purposes, 
for security, and more purchasing 
power in the future—at

when the country may badly need 
purchasing power.

Tokyo, Sept. 2—(£»)—General Mac 
Arthur, observing the second an- 
niversary of Japan's formal sur- 
render, said toaay his occupation 
policyof "right, rather than might" 
nad resulted in "a minium ol icar, 
of confusion, of unrest" in Japan, 
despite a critically short economy. 


He urged that a peace treaty for 


ihe Japanese be drawn 
"in 
the 
same tolerant and Just atmosphere.' 


The supreme commander, in a 
public V-J Day statement, said 
Japan should not become a burden 
upon the economy of any other na- 
tion after a peace treaty IB reach- 
ed. He added: 
"This defeated country has the 
opportunity to become 
self-sus- 


taining, rather than reduced to a 
condilion of mendicancy, x x x x 
A people given a fair chance will 
reach the niche in human society 
to which their own industry, their 
own skill and their own persever- 
ance entitle them, without largess 
from others. 


"It is furthermore a false con- 
cept which contends 
that, demo- 
cracy can only thrive if maintain- 
ed in plelny. On the contrary, his- 
tory shows lhat it springs 
from 
hardship and struggle and toil, x x" 
Operation of 
All M&N Line 
Is Likely 


Helena, Sept, 2 — (ff>) — 'J. B. 
Lambert, one of the receivers for 
the closed Missouri and Arkansas 
railway, declared today it is the 
intention of the receivers to place 
the entire line in operation at the 
earliest possible moment. 


Asserting he felt undue emphasis 
had been placed on the receivers' 
proposal lo first operate only the 
line from Scligman, Mo., to Har- 
rison, Ark., Lambert saidV "there 
never has been any idea lo operate 
that railroad only .from Seligman 
to Harrison." 
• The report of Ihe receivers who 
also include C. C. Alexander and 
W. S. Walker, Harrison, has been 
filed with Federal Judge .John'E. 
Miller and the hearing is schedul- 
ed at Fort Smith on Sept: 10. 


Lambert pointed out thai the re- 
ceivers had obtained Iwo separate 
surveys on operating possibilities, 
the first of which estimated a prob- 
able deficit for complete operation 
of the line of $478,000 lor two years 
while the second placed Ihe pos- 
sible lolal operation loss for two 
years at $1,500,000. The railroad 
officials making 'the 
latter 
esti- 
mate, he said, recommended lhat 
those responsible for the operation 
should "fortify. themselves with a 
tund of at least $4,000,000 to cover 
the first four year period expect- 
ed losses, and to provide for a 
track Determent- program." 
Lambert pointed out that the re- 
ceivers report was quoting a sur- 
vey and not expressing an opinion 
of the receivers. 
The report went on to say "Ihe 
receivers, being unable to recon- 
cile the initial estimate and sub- 
sequent report, concluded that a 
complete rehabilitation and financ- 
ing as an initial operation could 
not be undertaken by a. receiver- 
ship. 


"That conclusion is not in any 
wise to suggesl lhat it is the opin- 
ion of the receiver "that willing 
and. sufficient capital could: not re- 
organize, rehabilitate and operate 
the* property 
successfully.". 
Lambert 
called 
attention. to 
another portion of the'report which 
saiu "it is the further opinion of

Claim Much 
U.S. Land

Washington, Sept. 3 —(UP)—One 


fourth ot the nation's entire crop 
land is threatened with irreparable 
damage by lUljO ii the present rate 
of erosion continues, soil conser- 
vation officials said today. 


Another 25 per cenl of Ihe land 
faces permanenl injury 
belwcen 


1960 
and 1975. 


Officials said failure to act will 
cost the nation $20,000,000,000 in the 
next 20 years— in actual cash and 
without rcga'rd lo Ihe irrcpiacablc 
loss of a vital natural resource. 


Conservation officials said that 
continued 
retirement 
of 
broad 
areas of land from cultivation each 
year well may force a reduction of 
the American diet. 


Pointing up this possibility, they 
said census experts eslirnate thai 
by 1970 Ihe Uniled States will have 
a population of 170,000,000 compar- 
ed with the present 140,000,UOu. 
They said so great a population 


will require more—not less—land 
than is producing crops today. The 
officials stressed that "no one will 
starve.". Instead, the national diel 
would decline in nutritional quality. 
There would 
be a shifting to a 
heavier cereal diet. 


According to SCS, erosion now 
is making its most vicious attack 
upon the rich middle belt ot Ihe 
country. 


The midwest long has been con- 
sidered 
a 
"purmaiKimy" ntvi 
break basket. But intensive cultiv- 
ation of war-important crops-in ths 
last lew years nas exposed millions 
of acres of precious top soil to 
wind and rain, 'officials said. 


The 50 per cent of available crop 


land .now suffering from "critical'1 
or "serious" erosion totals 225,uOO, 
000 acres. Another 210,000,000 acres 
is undergoing a "slow"

away. The rest of the

75,000,000 acres, does not need con- 
servation help now ana may never 
need it.

14 Gestapo 
Agents Sentenced 
to Death 


Hamburg, Germany, Sept. 3— 


(/I1)—A British military court sent- 
enced 14 operatives of the 
dread 
Gestapo to death today on convic- 
tion of killing 50 allied flying offic- 
ers on personal orders from Adolf 
Hitler. 


Two others were sentenced to 


life imprisonment and two received 
10 year terms. 


All the secret police stepped one 


by one with stiff, military bearing 
ucfore the docK to near their late. 
The men they had killed had es- 
caped from a prison camp at Sagan 
biiesia in lt)44.
